open cue aoor l loniut tne only occiipa it 
of the stage was the ir.an who was Roing 
to buy the mines, lie was sloiie dead and 
cold. His throat hiid been cut from ear 
to ear. There was no doubt thai my 
tetidurfoot was the murderer, and after 
killing his fellow traveler and seeming his 
belt with the money, be had crawled 
through the rear window of the staKii and 
dropped oil into the road. He had evi- 
dently taken the .I'ourney with the 
Bole purpose of committing the murder 
and' taking the plunder. When we 
carried the dead man Into the station we 
found Capt. Rawlins, of the Denver 
mounted police force, and three of his 
men, who were out hunting for desper- 
adoes. They immediately gave up all 
other business and started In pursuit of 
the murderer. The result of the hunt I 
Jieard from the captain himself. Half way 
between the two stations he found liy the 
road side a place where a camp lire had 
been built, and where two horses had evi- 
dently been tied to a tree. By the side of 
the Are ■was the murdered man's empty 
belt. Fop four days the captain and his 
three men followed the trail of the mur- 
derer and his companion through the 
motmtains. At last one night, just be- 
fore dork, they came upon tiie iles|ierii- 
does in a niouiilain Korge. Both iiion 
were seated on tlie ground, ('aullnnsly 
the captain and his men crept up in llio 
unconscious riilllans. I'^acli ollicer 
brought his khii to bear on one of tlie, 
men and then Caiit. I-iawlins calh'd on 
them to surrender. \\'itliout an iiislant's 
hesitation each mini tirabbed his nun and 
opened lire on the ollicors. Ai the lirst 
discharge from the ollleers the niiin who 
had committed ihe murder fell, 
and a moment later his eoiiip.'iii- 
iou lay ■ stretched on the f;rouiid' 
beside hini. On examining I hem (".ipl. 
Kawlins toimd that the younger hi.in, 
wlio had been in Ihe .-i.'iKe, was not quito 
dead. Toward morning tlie youiiK iiiiin 
revived siillicieiitly bi talk, lie refused 
lo give his iiami' and it was never known. 
He .said, however, that .VmosV. 'rnwiisend 
was the lender of the uaiiK and had [ilanned 
the murder and eomniissioned him to 
execut*" it. On Ihe other man papers 
•^vere found which proved heyoiid ipics- 
lion that Townseiid xvas, indeed, t he \ il- 
hiiii which the dying murderer said he 
was. 

"C'apl ' tawliiis waited until his prisoner 
died, am.

Cloilne Exeroiiei oi thtt llt^ School (.nd of 
Johiuoii Street Wud School. 

Tho closing exoroiaeB 5n connection 
with tho High School took place yeatcrduy 
morning luid afternoon, Messrs. R. Oll'ei- 
haua and J. iJalliday and Mra. Otrorhfiu.s 
e.xaiiimiiig Llie jiupils in the various siih- 
jects (Ini-iiig the moniing. The pi epara- 
tions made by the teachers and acholaiH to 
lendiir their school room attractive, mid 
lo provide ii prognimme for the oiiter- 
talniuent of their visit.-ir.s were especially 
good. Tho room was beautifully decorated 
with overgreon.i, ivy, red and white 
berries, and moss. The frames of tho 
blackboards, which run the full length on 
three sides of the room, were rendered 
pretty with these.
